At the same time that we are 
gratified by the many compliments, 
we realize that, to serve adequately 
the significant and dynamic move- 
ment that is the junior college, this 
periodical must exceed its attained 
standards of quality and quantity. 
In looking about for avenues of 
further improvement, we are con- 
vinced that they lie in the body of 
workers in junior colleges, namely, 
teachers and administrators, al- 
though other groups of persons, 
such as university professors in- 
terested in junior-college problems 
and junior-college students, will 
also make contributions. 

The large core of content of an 
educational periodical like the Jun- 
tor College Journal must always 
consist in the articles published, 
rather than its other features, and 
most of these articles must be sup- 
plied by workers in junior colleges. 
An appeal is here made to teachers 
and administrators to extend them- 
selves toward providing this core. 
As previously reported in these 
pages, the outstanding preference of 
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type of article indicated in the re- 
cent poll of administrators is “ex- 
positions of significant recent de- 
velopments in individual junior 
colleges,” and certainly the persons 
who are closest to these develop- 
ments should write these descrip- 
tions. Moreover, we must look to 
the same groups to prepare the “in- 
terpretative reports of significant 
researches” and “discussional treat- 
ments of important junior-college 
issues” which also rank high in the 
preferences. The same poll dis- 
closes a well-balanced interest in a 
wide variety of subjects for articles, 
comprehensive of the junior college 
in all its aspects, and in articles 
valuable for both teachers and ad- 
ministrators. We solicit manuscripts 
and correspondence concerning pro- 
posed manuscripts and guarantee 
serious consideration of both. 
Readers should know that the 
officers of the Association are com- 
mitted to enlargement of the Junior 
College Journal, and the editors will 
be glad to co-operate in substantial 
expansion of this periodical as soon 
as expansion is warranted by a 
notably increased flow of acceptable

"Tuts is a momentous occasion. In 
these times of increasing demand 
for educational services by the 
young people of America, it is in- 
deed of great consequence when the 
doors of a new institution are 
opened to help meet this demand. 
It is time for all of us to re- 
examine the fundamental purposes 
for which we establish and maintain 
our public schools. Too many par- 
ents and students regard education 
and school attendance as a sure 
guaranty of personal economic ad- 
vantage. Actually, the public pays 
for the schools because of a convic- 
tion that education is the best 
guaranty that succeeding genera- 
tions of citizens will grow in compe- 
tency in all the knowledges, atti- 
tudes, and skills necessary to 
preserve, extend, and refine our 
democratic way of life and to 
strengthen our American institu- 
tions. Fortunately, in these United

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States of America, the highest and 
best personal development of the 
individual also contributes the most 
to the development of our country. 
But in these times when the educa- 
tional facilities are so inadequate to 
meet the demands all over the na- 
tion, we should give thought to the 
most fundamental purposes for 
which schools are created. 

I have a dual role to perform to- 
day. I have the honor to welcome 
the students to John Muir Junior 
College, and I am privileged to call 
to the attention of students, pa- 
trons, and guests alike the educa- 
tional significance of the opening of 
this new institution. It is not only 
a fine opportunity which the Board 
of Education has given to the stu- 
dents and faculty of the school, but 
it is also a great personal privilege 
for me to help in the building of a 
new college. Has it occurred to you 
that a professional educator is sel- 
dom given the opportunity to es- 
tablish a school from the: ground 
up? In educational circles over the 
nation it frequently happens that a 
dean, a director, a principal, or a 
president is called to a new post, but 
almost always he accepts what for 
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him is a new assignment in a going 
institution. He begins with an es- 
tablished pattern and faculty and 
attempts to bring such desirable 
modifications as these vested in- 
terests and his educational leader- 
ship can effect. Rarely, indeed, is it 
given to a man to build from the 
foundations. For this unique privi- 
lege I wish to thank the members of 
the Board of Education and, in a 
larger sense, the community which 
has made it possible. Indeed, Pasa- 
dena, as a community among com- 
munities of the nation, has made 
and is making generous responses 
and sacrifices to meet the demands 
for the educational services which 
the present crisis has produced. But 
even though I, by virtue of my title, 
bear the major responsibility in this 
new enterprise, yet this privilege of 
building I share with students and 
faculty, for no person can build 
alone. 

On behalf of the faculty of the 
John Muir Junior College, I wel- 
come the students to this institu- 
tion. We believe in warm and en- 
during friendships, happy social and 
extra-curriculum activities, whole- 
some recreation, sound scholarship, 
and hard work. These are the in- 
gredients of a successful life for 
faculty and students in Muir Junior 
College. To those of you who can 
subscribe to this manner of life, we 
extend a hearty welcome to partici- 
pate in its rights, responsibilities, 
and opportunities. 

Throughout the nation today, 
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this is a seller’s market. Just as this 
is true in the market for material 
things, so there is a scarcity of edu- 
cation as a social commodity. This 
scarcity is due, throughout the 
world, partly to conditions brought 
about by the war but, in a larger 
sense, to an awakening among all 
peoples to the realization that some 
new force in the world of ideas must 
match the physical force typified 
by the atom bomb. Because of this 
realization, the present scarcity of 
educational services is not a thing 
of the moment. I should like to 
dwell briefly on some of the factors 
of this scarcity. Did you know that, 
for the two thousand students ad- 
mitted here today, there are several 
hundred on the outside who have 
been refused admission because you 
have taken the last available space? 
I am not talking about some hypo- 
thetical prospective students who 
might have wanted to come here 
from somewhere; I am talking 
about actual persons who appeared 
on our doorsteps and were told that 
we could not admit them because 
you—you students here today— 
have filled this institution to ca- 
pacity. 

During the fall and winter of 
1945, a group of educators in the 
nation began to collect facts and 
figures about the problems facing 
higher education in America. If we 
had the time, it would be interesting 
to examine some of the findings, but 
we shall have to be satisfied with 
their implications for us here today. 
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Among other things, the facts re- 
vealed that an undue share of the 
load would fall on the state of Cali- 
fornia. When California educators 
began to study the figures, they es- 
timated that, if no more facilities 
were developed than were at that 
time available, some 45,000-50,000 
young people in this state wanting 
a college education would be denied 
the opportunity to obtain it because 
of the lack of facilities to take care 
of them. As a result of this survey, 
measures of a heroic nature were 
taken throughout the state. The 
opening of the John Muir Junior 
College is one such measure. The 
latest figures indicate that, instead 
of the estimated 45,000—50,000 per- 
sons to be denied college education 
in California this fall, the number 
may be only 5,000-6,000. 

Suppose, students, you were one 
of those 5,000 or 6,000? However, 
you are not one of those, “So why 
worry about it?” you say. The fact 
that you are here, because you are 
favored by luck or chance or by 
some unknown reason, puts a tre- 
mendous responsibility on you. To 
be sure, you have the right to be 
here, but you do not have the right 
to misuse that right. In welcoming 
you to Muir, I charge you, there- 
fore, to accept the responsibilities 
involved. 

I indicated earlier that one of my 
privileges was to call attention to 
the great educational significance 
that this event today can have. I 
shall mention three such factors. 


In the first place, it marks the ac- 
ceptance by the local community of 
full responsibility for the general 
or secondary education of its youth. 
It recognizes that the thirteenth 
and the fourteenth grades, or what 
have been traditionally the Fresh- 
man and Sophomore years of a 
liberal arts college, are, in fact and 
truth, an integral part of the public 
secondary-school system _ rather 
than of the standard college or uni- 
versity. 

The junior-college movement in 
America is gaining ground rapidly. 
In the next decade it bids fair to 
rival the junior high school move- 
ment, which had such an immense 
growth in the nation some thirty 
or more years ago. Evidence of this 
growth in the junior-college field is 
found in the widespread establish- 
ment of junior colleges in Colorado, 
Illinois, lowa, Michigan, Missouri, 
New York, and Texas, as well as in 
California, to mention only a few 
states. Deans of the universities and 
colleges are looking to the junior 
colleges to relieve them of the stu- 
dents in Freshman and Sophomore 
years of their schools. Where once 
they opposed the junior college, 
they now regard it as their salva- 
tion, which will permit them to ful- 
fil their rightful educational func- 
tions of research, graduate study, 
and professional training. 

There is a second significance sur- 
rounding this occasion today. This 
event indicates that the ideal pat- 
tern for secondary education in 
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America has come of age. The 6—4—4 


plan of school organization is no 
longer an experiment, a fad, an 
academic fancy. A new top unit of 
this sort can be established as easily 
as in the past a school system would 
add another elementary school, an- 
other high school, or another junior 
high school. This plan, involving an 
elementary school of six years, fol- 
lowed by a high school of four years, 
and this, in turn, by a community 
college of four years, establishes the 
pattern for any community in the 
nation that senses its full obliga- 
tion for the education of its young 
people. This topmost unit of four 
years I shall refer to hereafter as 
the “new American college.” 

During the past weeks I have re- 
ceived, from educators throughout 
the nation, many letters extending 
congratulations and good wishes on 
the establishment of this institu- 
tion. One letter from a_ personal 
friend of mine, the president of a 
college in Utah, contains the fol- 
lowing: 


After the way in which many of us 
struggled through long years to build a 
college, it seems marvelous that one 
can be started full-grown with 2,000 
students. I have heard parents often 
say that, if their children could come 
full-grown without the nursing and the 
rearing, they would be very happy. My 
congratulations to you and all good 
wishes for your success. 


This is not to say that this school 


has been opened without work or 


effort. Every person on this plat- 
form knows about, and has partici- 
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pated in, the hours of planning and 
struggle that have been devoted to 
getting the new school going, but all 
the problems have been concerned 
with material matters: rebuilding 
certain rooms; buying textbooks; 
finding supplies and equipment; 
hiring teachers, secretaries, custodi- 
ans; building game schedules; and 
the like. As for the real heart of the 
school—the curriculum, what goes 
on in the classroom and in the labo- 
ratory—that has been no problem 
at all. If the planning of the cur- 
riculum has been easy, it is due 
largely to the efforts of one man, 
Dr. John W. Harbeson, principal of 
the Pasadena Junior College. This 
occasion, I feel sure, gives Dr. 
Harbeson an immense amount of 
personal satisfaction; for it is a 
milestone marking twenty years of 
effort in behalf of a cause. It is 
symbolic of the coming of age of an 
educational plan to which he has 
devoted his life-efforts. 

I am not unmindful of the con- 
tributions of the citizens of the com- 
munity, our Board of Education 
members, and other staff officers of 
the schools. I am not unmindful of 
the fact that the essence, the foun- 
dation unit, of the plan is a six-year 
elementary school, but I am talking 
today chiefly about the upper four- 
year unit—the new American col- 
lege. For twenty years Dr. Harbe- 
son has planned the work, worked 
the plan, and fought the battle of 
this upper unit of the 6-44 organi- 
zation across the land. The com- 
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munity should be proud of him, and 
I feel fortunate to have had my 
tutelage under him. 

There is still a third significant 
factor in this event today. It recog- 
nizes that in the curriculum or- 
ganization of the new American 
college lies one of the greatest possi- 
bilities for resolving a major di- 
lemma facing education in America 
today. This dilemma, while none- 
theless real, is actually a false con- 
flict between the private and per- 
sonal fruits of education and the 
public and social outcomes of the 
process. Probably there is not a stu- 
dent in this gathering who does not 
hope that his personal economic 
status after graduation will be im- 
proved because he went to school. 
When angry parents complain to 
the school about some real or fan- 
cied grievance, they do so in terms 
of an appeal to their personal rights. 
They regard the schools as institu- 
tions to serve them and theirs in 
attaining personal goals rather than 
as organizations provided by soci- 
ety to prepare the children the 
better to serve the community of 
which they shall later be a part. 

This conflict crops up in another 
way. Many parents say they can- 
not send their children to college be- 
cause the young people must learn 
to earn a living. “Such an education 
is for rich men’s children,” they say. 
Among educators the controversy 
is termed the conflict between vo- 
cational education and general edu- 
cation. Somehow there has been 
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built up in our minds the conviction 
that one cannot have both together. 
In fact, an examination of our sys- 
tem of education and of college- 
entrance requirements in America 
reveals that we have a two-track 
system: one leading to trade, tech- 
nical, and vocational education; the 
other diverging to a liberal college 
education. Woe be to him who gets 
on the wrong track! 

The same conflict is evident in 
the sphere of adult living today. 
How many times recently have you 
read and heard the complaints 
against the restrictions to personal 
freedom imposed by our govern- 
mental forces? The idea is being de- 
liberately built up that the goals 
and objectives of the individual and 
the social ends to be served by a 
citizen are, in some manner, an- 
tagonistic. There is a conviction 
that the social organization is the 
natural enemy of human freedom, 
enlightenment, and progress. 

We must recognize that the 
rights to life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness are empty shad- 
ows unless those who claim the 
rights are both economically compe- 
tent and possessed of the moral and 
social power necessary to the cre- 
ation and maintenance of a social 
organization in which such rights 
can be realized. Happily, the two 
aims 1n education—the private, per- 
sonal, or vocational, and the public, 
social, or citizenship—can be and 
rightfully should be combined. The 


new American college, being a com- 
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plete and independent unit in itself 
and not “junior” to, nor a fractional 
part of, a university transplanted to 
a local community, is in the best 
position to combine these two in- 
tegral parts of a complete education 
and thus in the best position to 
serve the needs of all American 
youth. To achieve for all American 
youth their rightful heritage to a 
complete education, three sorts of 
conditions must be met. 

1. First, educational facilities 
must be extended. Every youth 
everywhere in our nation who can 
profit by education at this level 
should have access to an education 
through the fourteenth grade at 
public expense. 

2. Once the obligation for these 
extended educational opportunities 
has been accepted, steps that are 
being taken to modify traditional 
school organization must be con- 
tinued and speeded. Many schools 
still operate on the traditional plan 
providing an eight-year elementary 
school and a four-year high school. 
We must move speedily to the 
6-44 form of organization. 

3. There remains a third condi- 
tion to be met in making available 
to American youth its rightful herit- 
age of a complete education. There 
needs to be a curricular reorganiza- 
tion at this upper secondary level, 
in the new American college, which 
will make provision for the two 
basic aims: general education for 
citizenship and personal success for 


the individual. These two phases of 
the curriculum must be achieved, 
not as two distinct elements in the 
curriculum, but as integral parts of 
a well-rounded program. 

Not until we do these things in 
education can we boast about our 
schools in the United States of 
America. Before and during World 
War II, Japan, Germany, and Italy 
demonstrated the great power that 
education and the schools could 
exert in controlling the social order 
and determining its direction. They 
perverted the uses of education, but 
they demonstrated its power. 

We need to move fast. At present 
both Russia and Great Britain are 
leaving the United States far be- 
hind in the amount of emphasis 
that they are giving to education. 
And, you can depend on it, the na- 
tion that plans wisely and executes 
faithfully the job of educating its 
youth holds in its hands the future 
of the world. 

Pasadena is one community in 
the United States that has recog- 
nized and accepted its larger re- 
sponsibility for these obligations to 
youth. By virtue of my office as 
principal of this school and in behalf 
of the faculty and students of the 
John Muir Junior College, I accept 
this responsibility from the Board 
of Education and do pledge our- 
selves to the task of realizing those 
higher ideals and purposes to which 
this institution has this day been 
officially dedicated.

Two Philosophies of Jwnor-College 


Education 


[wn THE light of our nation’s educa- 
tional experience during the war, 
many states and cities have been 
studying their educational systems 
in order to determine how best to 
meet postwar demands. Typical of 
these surveys are two reports made 
during 1945 covering higher educa- 
tion in Illinois: one by a Commis- 
sion created by the Illinois General 
Assembly (11) and the other by the 
University of Illinois (4). Both are 
in agreement in their recommenda- 
tions for junior colleges in the state 
of Illinois. | 

The Illinois Commission favors a 
state policy of encouraging, not 
merely permitting, the establish- 
ment and maintenance of local pub- 
lic junior colleges, which should be 
closely articulated with high

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schools. This policy of encourage- 
ment should be extended to districts 
or areas in which junior-college en- 
rolment of 175-200 students may be 
expected. Local public community 
junior colleges are favored rather 
than state or regional units. 

The University of Illinois recom- 
mends the development of the jun- 
ior college “as a capstone to the 
secondary-school system.” The Uni- 
versity “advocates and will lend its 
support to the creation of an ex- 
panded system of junior colleges to 
be located within existing high- 
school districts.” It recommends 
that “the direct administration of 
the junior college shall be placed in 
the hands of the chief officer (usu- 
ally the principal) of the high 
school” (4: 244-45 ) and that, in ad- 
dition to district taxes, there be 
liberal state support. Recommenda- 
tions of the University’s report co- 
incide with those of the legislative 
Commission by further advocacy of 
restricting junior-college develop- 
ment to high-school districts having 
five hundred or more high-school 
students. The report indicates that 
by this criterion the number of dis- 
tricts in which junior colleges could 
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be maintained in IIlinois might rise 
to almost a hundred. 

In a recent study by the State 
Department of Education of Cali- 
fornia approving the application for 
a new junior-college district are 
these words: 

As regional institutions responsible 
for the completion of the civic and vo- 
cational education of citizens of all 
ages and occupations, junior colleges 
should be so located about the state 
that their services may be accessible 
to any person in California who may 
desire to avail himself of them [1: 6]. 


The report sets up as a tentative 
criterion, for the approval of a new 
junior college, an enrolment of 400 
or more and an assessed valuation 
of $35,000,000. The Education 
Code, 1943, for the State of Cali- 


fornia, section 8812, reads: 


The governing board of any high- 
school district having an assessed valu- 
ation of five million dollars ($5,000,- 
000) or more may, with the approval 
of the State Board of Education, estab- 


lish and maintain one or more junior _ 


colleges. 
The State Board seems to have 


raised the legislative requirement 
seven times in order to reach the 


regional requirement for junior col-~ 


leges in California. The first junior- 
college law in California to set a 
district valuation requirement was 
passed in 1917. The valuation re- 
quired was $3,000,000. Under this 
law and the original law of 1907, 
with no district valuation require- 
ment, thirty-four junior colleges 


were organized, nine of which 
changed over into district junior 
colleges under the law of 1921, 
which set assessed valuation re- 
quirements at $10,000,000. 

Commenting on the law passed in 
1929, Eells said that this year 
marked a wave of reactionary legis- 
lation in California. Every far-see- 
ing educator and citizen in the state 
understood that this legislation was 
largely political rather than educa- 
tional. Under this new law a “dis- 
trict junior college cannot be or- 
ganized unless the proposed district 
has an assessed valuation of at least 
$25,000,000, and an average daily 
attendance in its high schools dur- 
ings the previous year of 1,000” (3: 
110). It was fortunate for the jun- 
ior-college movement in California 
that thirty-four junior colleges had 
been organized before the passage 
of this law, for very few could have 
met the new requirement. Eells con- 
tinues: “The California require- 
ments were already the highest in 
the country. It seems, therefore, a 
sad blow at educational progress in 
the junior-college field to have such 
a statute enacted” (3: 113). 

Now the California State Board 
of Education, in the recommenda- 
tion referred to earlier in this article, 
has raised this district valuation to 
$35,000,000. True, the revised law 
raising the district requirement for 
junior-college departments in high 
schools to $5,000,000 is still a part 
of the Education Code of the state, 
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but it is practically thrown into the 
discard by the State Board of Edu- 
cation’s recommendation. I have 
talked with high-school administra- 
tors in rapidly growing communi- 
ties, who formerly had hopes of a 
community junior college but who 
are completely discouraged under 
the present trend. They are not in- 
terested in becoming part of a large 
regional junior college which will 
take their students miles from home 
and which will have no apparent 
tie-up with their community. In Los 
Angeles County one might point 
out a dozen such growing communi- 
ties, where high-school enrolments 
have doubled and tripled in the last 
few years but assessed valuations 
have not yet reached the recom- 
mended $35,000,000. 

Which is the cheaper, to move 
dollars or students? If the plan of 
“equalization” will work in the field 
of elementary education, why not in 
the junior-college realm? Which 
plan will build the much-heralded 
community life of a junior college? 
The same bulletin of the State 
Board which recommends the re- 
gional junior college with “assessed 
valuation of $35,000,000 or more” 
calls attention several times to the 
community responsibility of the 
junior college: “Public junior col- 
leges are community institutions 
with community-wide responsibili- 
ties (1:6). It seems to many junior- 
college educators, however, that 
many suggested regions in Cali- 
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fornia are too large ever to be a 
community. 

The city of Los Angeles, in a sur- 
vey last year, learned that 75 per 
cent of its junior-college students 
were coming from within a radius of 
six miles of their city college. Con- 
sequently, in order to reach the stu- 
dents in other sections of the city, 
a plan of “decentralized college edu- 
cation,” with three or four junior 
colleges, has been adopted. A second 
college has been opened in the Gar- 
field High School on the east side of 
Los Angeles. Dr. Rosco C. Ingalls, 
director of the new junior college, 
had this to say in the Los Angeles 
Times of Sunday, October 28, 1945: 

Availability is the key to a useful 
junior-college program. Unless the jun- 
ior college becomes a part of a com- 
munity, it loses much of this advan- 
tage. This county needs junior colleges 
located where they will do the most 
good. 

These illustrations and references 
must have made clear to readers 
that there are two distinct philoso- 
phies of junior-college education at 
work in the United States. We 
might call them the “Illinois Plan” 
versus the “California Plan” or the 
“Secondary-School Philosophy of 
Junior-College Education” versus 
the “College Philosophy of Junior- 
College Education.” 


Evidence from the Literature 

Pioneers in the junior-college 
movement had no doubt which phi- 
losophy they were recommending. 
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They were concerned about the 
large group of students who came to 
college or university and dropped 
out during the first two years. They 
also felt that much of the pre-pro- 
fessional work could just as well be 
done by offering two more years of 
extended secondary work, thus 
keeping the immature student at 
home and also making a substantial 
Saving in a professional university 
course of five or seven years. Lange, 
in an address before the National 


Education Association at Oakland 
in 1915, said: 


The University of California has 
been trying, since 1892, to reshape it- 
self around two organizing ideas. .... 
One was and is that, for theoretical 
and practical considerations alike, the 
university proper should begin in the 
middle of the inherited four-year col- 
lege scheme; the second was and is 
that the work of the first two years is, 
as a matter of history and fact, all of 
a piece with secondary education and 
should, therefore, be relegated as soon 


and as far as practicable to secondary 


schools [10]. 


David Starr Jordan (8) and Wil- 
liam Rainey Harper (5: 81-82) re- 
ferred to the purpose of the junior 
college in sentences as vivid and 
forceful as those of Lange. Robert 
Maynard Hutchins, in the reorgani- 
zation at the University of Chicago, 
has not deviated from the junior- 
college plan. He has stated that the 
time will come when “we may ex- 
pect to see a junior college wherever 
there is a high school today. There 
are already 450 of them, public and 


private, in this country. Eighty-five 
per cent of the public ones are in 
high-school buildings” (7: 453-54). 

In a survey reported in Novem- 
ber, 1944, Leonard V. Koos, of the 
University of Chicago, has this to 
say regarding the two types of jun- 
ior colleges: 


Dominant practice in establishing 
public junior colleges already provides 
a partial answer to the question of 
which is preferable, the local public or 
the state (or regional) junior college. 
Local public units [in 1942] outnum- 
ber state units about five to one [9: 


525-26]. 


In his concluding paragraph Koos 
remarks further: 


A policy of localism is greatly to be 
preferred, one which aims to locate the 
junior colleges, so far as possible, where 
the youth are and provides subsidy for 
attendance at local units for that pro- 
portion of youth remote from local 
junior colleges. This policy of localism 
has its main support in evidence that 
shows greater democratization in local 
than in regional units, but it has 
further weighty support in supplemen- 
tary considerations, such as the better 
articulation and integration of junior- 
college and high-school work in local 
than in regional units, the greater ver- 
tical flexibility of programs in junior 
colleges which are parts of local school 
systems, the less frequent ambition of 
local units to extend into the senior- 
college level, and the fact that curricu- 
lum offerings in local units compare 


favorably with those in state junior 
colleges [9: 531]. 


M. M. Chambers, of the National 
Youth Administration, at the be- 
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ginning of the war when that or- 
ganization was closing up its work, 
wrote: 


If the completion of secondary 
schooling is to be put within reach of 
all the competent youth to whom it is 
now denied, the junior college will have 
to become primarily a community in- 
stitution rather than a national or 
regional one [2: 529]. 


Recent Legislation 


Several states have _ recently 
passed legislation to encourage the 
establishment of community junior 
colleges near the homes of boys and 
girls. Arkansas has a new law which 
places the valuation of a high- 
school district which wishes to es- 
tablish a junior college at $8,000,- 
000. North Dakota has cut her 
population requirements for estab- 
lishment of a junior college from 
10,000 to 5,000. Iowa’s new law 
places the lower limit of school-dis- 
trict population at 5,000. Under this 
reduced requirement Iowa can in- 
crease the number of public junior 
colleges from the fifteen existing in 
1945-46 to more than fifty. Alaska 
has recently extended its second- 
ary-school system to include the 
thirteenth and fourteenth years. 
Governor O’ Daniel, when he signed 
a bill providing state support of the 
twenty-two junior colleges then ex- 
isting in Texas, said that he doubted 
the wisdom of state support for jun- 
ior colleges unless there should be 
established a complete system of 
junior colleges so located as to be 
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accessible to all young people of the 
state. 


Evidence from Experience 


It is believed at Citrus Union 
High School and Junior College, 
where the writer has been super- 
intendent for thirty years, that long 
experience has proved that the high 
school and junior college mutually 
strengthen each other. Costly edu- 
cational units, such as library, 
laboratories, auditorium, cafeteria, 
swimming pool, lighted athletic 
field, shops, musical instruments, 
etc., serve both high school and col- 
lege. Costs are cut by having the 
Same administration and the same 
transportation system. The plan at- 
tracts strong teachers and adds a 
top story to such departments as 
commerce, music, art, and engineer- 
ing; it strengthens the adult-edu- 
cation program; and it results in a 
real community junior college. Our 
college students have been allowed 
separate activities and separate so- 
cial life to as full an extent as they 
have desired. 

The assessed valuation back of 
each child does not seem to be a 
particularly accurate index of the 
educational offerings. Pasadena has 
$17,000; Glendale, $91,000; Fuller- 
ton, $18,000; Riverside, $87,000; 
and Citrus, $45,000 (1: 24). For 
fifteen or twenty years, Citrus has 
maintained almost as varied an edu- 
cational offering as have junior col- 
leges of three and four times her 
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enrolment, and her tax rate has not 
exceeded that of neighboring high 
schools when their junior-college 
tuition tax is taken into consider- 
ation. 

In Vallejo Union High School and 
Junior College, established in 1945, 
the feeling is that many advantages 
have been gained by keeping the 
two institutions together rather 
than joining Napa in the formation 
of a large regional district. They 
have a fine community spirit which 
easily carried a large bond issue. 
The system makes it easy for the 
student to plan so that his two years 
of high-school work will reinforce 
his junior-college program. Santa 
Ana also gave up the county plan in 
order to keep their junior college a 
community institution under the 
control of their city board of educa- 
tion and their city superintendent 
of schools. Thus both Vallejo and 
Santa Ana have kept intact a uni- 
fied school district, with the junior 
college as the capstone. 


Rethinking the Jumor College 


The regional junior college places 
a junior-college district on top of 
several union high-school districts, 
which are already on top of a num- 
ber of elementary-school districts. 
Thus a region from thirty to forty 
miles square may have a set of ele- 
mentary districts (each with its 
own board, superintendent, and 
transportation system) and a set of 
high schools (with boards of control, 


superintendents, and | transporta- 
tion systems). Mr. Taxpayer is then 
asked to vote for a regional junior 
college, with another board of edu- 
cation and perhaps a president of 
the college and the inevitable trans- 
portation system. Notice also that 
the larger these regions, the longer 
the distances that must be traveled 
from college to college for all in- 
tercollegiate activities. Is the col- 
lege becoming “high hat’? Perhaps 
that is the reason why New York is 
calling her newly planned junior 
colleges “technical institutes”; why 
Canada is planning curriculums in 
her new system of junior colleges to 
catch the drop-outs from high 
school; why Alaska, in her new jun- 
ior-college law extending high 
school to the thirteenth and four- 
teenth years, has limited the offer- 
ings to vocational and technical 
fields only. Maybe it is “later than 
we think” and time to do some 
junior-college thinking. 

Merton E. Hill, director of ad- 
missions,of the University of Cali- 
fornia, speaks of the junior college 
in California as “an outgrowth of 
the high school,” “an upward ex- 
tension of two years beyond the 
high school,” “the ‘capstone’ or 
‘apex’ of the public-school system” 
(6: 254). Hill, with his wide ex- 
perience in the high-school and the 
junior-college field as well as in the 
university, should be of aid in our 
thinking. 

It seems to the writer that the 
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whole question of the junior-college 
years boils down mainly to these 


facts. Youth in modern society V 


seems to need two years of general 
education beyond the high school. 
The secondary-school system, with 
its community consciousness and its 
home supervision, seems _ best 
adapted to supply this education. 
If the opportunity for general edu- 
cation is to be extended to all the 
children of all the people, it should 
be offered in as many communities 
as possible and not simply in large 
cities or large regional junior col- 
leges. To provide this general edu- 
cation may mean an 8-6 school sys- 
tem in some communities; in others, 
a 6-3-5; and in still others, a 6—4+4. 
It may be desirable to experiment 
also with an 8-42 or a 6—3-3-2 
system. Let us hope that all our ex- 
periments may be guided by a 
sound educational _ philosophy 
rather than by the lure of bigness, 
the football urge, the press of so- 
ciety, the prestige of a college on a 
hill, or any other “sounding brass or 
tinkling cymbal.” 
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The World Walks into the Classroom 


JAMES W. NEWCOMER 


To INSTRUCT the student, to per- 
suade him to learn, may reasonably 
be considered a primary objective 
of any junior college. To promote 
his ability to think and to encourage 
his application of what he learns 
to problems of living must be con- 
sidered a major criterion by which 
the success of a junior college should 
be evaluated. But the actuality of 
achievement is more difficult than 
the expression of the ideal. Hocka- 
day Junior College in Dallas, Texas, 
has recently put to the test, with 
encouraging results, its power of re- 
lating campus and classroom ac- 
tivities to the varied pursuits and 
appraisals of the postwar world. 
On Sunday, October 13, Cedric 
Foster, popular and well-known 
news commentator, arrived on the 
Hockaday campus. He left Wednes- 
day night, after having addressed 
seven audiences, delivered three 
radio programs, held informal con- 
versations with five groups at 
luncheons and dinners, and partici- 
pated in the keynote luncheon of 
the Dallas Community Chest Fund. 





James W. Newcomer 1s chair- 
man of the Department of English 
at the Hockaday Junior College im 
Dallas, Texas. 
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His activities at Hockaday repre- 
sented the ideal of relating student 
efforts to world affairs, college life 
to practical endeavor toward com- 
munity betterment, and the practi- 
cal work of the classroom to the 
routine of everyday living. 

The fact that Mr. Foster has a 
radio audience numbering millions 
was a major consideration in in- 
viting him to Hockaday. There is no 
gainsaying the vitality that a man 
of wide reputation can inject into 
the same problems presented to the 
student routinely and familiarly in 
the classroom. Too, to associate 
such a universal medium as radio 
with the textbook and the day-by- 
day discussions within the walls of 
the college is to enforce the instruc- 
tor’s emphasis and to challenge a 
fresh assault by students and fac- 
ulty alike on questions which, by 
the very weight of their import, 
might seem too remote or too dif- 
ficult for sustained analysis and 
attack. | 

There was yet another purpose 
in inviting Mr. Foster to Hockaday 
to lead a program far greater in 
scope than a routine lecture by a 
man of affairs or specialized knowl- 
edge. Recognizing the validity of 
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the theory that the influence of 
a worthy educational institution 
should extend into the lives of its 
graduates long after they have re- 
ceived their diplomas, Hockaday 
sought to serve as a rallying point 
for its alumnae wishing to identify 
themselves with world affairs. To 
extend the fulfilment of its responsi- 
bilities still further, the college 
sought to draw men and women 
recognized for their successful ac- 
tivities in the community into a 
situation in which students could 
participate to the fullest extent. 
And participate the students did. 
They not only listened, but, stand- 
ing in the midst of their fellow-stu- 
dents, they fired at Mr. Foster the 
questions that they wanted to hear 
answered. Seated with him at 
luncheon or dinner, they seized the 
opportunities offered by informal 
conversation. After each lecture 
they buttonholed him in the lec- 
ture-room or in the hall, reluctant 
to lose the opportunity to test an 
idea or to find enlightenment to 
some question. They listened to 
parents, alumnae, and faculty mem- 
bers exchange ideas in open forum. 
The accepted familiarity of his 
radio programs developed into a 
critical appraisal of the ideas of a 
man whom they had come to know. 
The alertness occasioned by Mr. 
Foster’s presence at the college was 
reflected in the classes in composi- 
tion, in social studies, in history, in 
psychology. The abstract consider- 
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ations of the daily instruction as- 
sumed an immediacy that is not 
readily attained. It is to be hoped 
that the invited representatives of 
thirteen public and private schools 
in Dallas injected into their classes 
upon their return the same ani- 
mated interest that enlivened the 
classes of Hockaday. 

The faculty members, no less 
than the students, derived direct 
benefit from Mr. Foster’s visit. His 
presence injected into their discus- 
sions a new personality and one 
more point of view. What might 
have been the desultory or casual 
exchange of ideas among themselves 
became, for a few days at least, the 
pointed meeting of minds on con- 
centrated ideas. Not only among 
themselves, but between them on 
one hand and students or alumnae 
or members of the community on 
the other, the faculty found a 
sharpening of thought. 

A major value of such a program 
was its success in reaching all mem- 
bers of the college community 
rather than that one group regu- 
larly interested in the political and 
social problems of today. It brought 
a salutary enlivening influence to 
bear on all phases of the college life. 
Whether the visiting speaker be Mr. 
Foster or a poet or a politician or a 
scholar or a soldier of recognized 
achievement, such a program, in its 
scope, intensity, and seriousness of 
purpose, can result in real and ap- 
parent benefit to a junior college.

From the Executive Secretary’s Desk 


JESSE P. BOGUE 


F rom October 24 to December 
14, 1946, the Executive Secretary’s 
Desk has been in his vest-pocket. 
The grass-roots program of the As- 
sociation has carried the Secretary 
from Massachusetts to California, 
and from Michigan to Tennessee. 
Perhaps a few general observations 
made during these delightful days 
of field work may be of value to 
Junior College Journal readers. 

One is impressed, first of all, by 
the great number of students in 
junior colleges. For instance, in one 
college in California the Secretary 
asked the Director if there were no 
classes in session. The halls were 
full of students. They were sitting 
on stair-treads. They were gathered 
in groups about the campus. The 
Director, in response to the ques- 
tion, guided the Secretary from 
classroom to classroom, to the 
library, laboratories, shops, gymna- 
sium, student center, studios, and 
the theater. Every place was filled 
with students! Students on the out- 
side were waiting for classes to 
change. This college is in session 
from eight o’clock in the morning 
until ten o'clock at night. 

On the other side of the nation, 
at the Teacher Recruitment Con- 
ference held at New York Univer- 
sity on December 7, the same 
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problem was being attacked in its 
implications for college teachers. 
Pointing out that, in the decade 
immediately following World War 
I, college attendance showed the 
largest increase in our history, Pro- 
fessor Alonzo F. Myers said: 


At the end of that decade the in- 
crease was arrested by the great de- 
pression, although enrolment did not 
fall below the 1928 figure of 1,053,955. 
The increase was resumed in 1935, with 
the result that by 1940 college enrol- 
ments approximated 1,500,000. 

What does this indicate for the 
post-World-War II decade, 1945 to 
1955? Should we count on a leveling- 
off of enrolments to approximately the 
1940 figure of 1,500,000 students as 
soon as the G.I.’s have completed their 
schooling? Many persons have thought 
so. Or should we anticipate a repetition 
of what happened in the post-World- 
War I decade? I see no good reason to 
believe that the increase will be less 
than that following World War I. This 
would indicate that by 1955 there will 
be 3,600,000 students enrolled in the 
nation’s colleges. 

In 1918, 6 per cent of our college-age 
youth were enrolled in college. In 1928 
the percentage had risen to 12. In 1940, 
nearly 15.5 per cent of college-age 
youth were in college. Is it unreason- 
able to expect that within the next ten 
years, with probably 80 per cent of our 
youth completing high school, from 30 
to 40 per cent of college-age youth will 
be in college? I believe it is almost a 
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certainty. That would produce a col- 
lege enrolment of between three and 
four million. 


Trends in college attendance, 
therefore, and _ observations of 
nation-wide interest would seem to 
indicate that the great numbers of 
students are here to stay. 

Another aspect of student life 
noted everywhere was seriousness 
of purpose, reflected in studious at- 
titudes. Most reports from colleges 
have indicated the grown-up, ma- 
ture interest of the campus popula- 
tion—even of recent high-school 
graduates. Perhaps the ex-service 
men and women have put a keener 
edge on all intellectual activity in 
our colleges. It was good to observe 
the manner in which the young 
people were applying themselves to 
their tasks. Scarcely an eye was 
lifted when a stranger entered a 
classroom, shop, or library. College 
education has really become big 
and serious business. Let us hope 
that both these features are here 
permanently. | 

Hard-pressed administrators and 
faculties appeared to be determined 
to solve their problems. Private col- 
leges, all across the country, are 


raising money to erect new build- 
ings and to increase endowment 
funds. Public colleges are planning 
to seek more state aid, and many 
junior-college districts are voting 
for large bond issues. Temporary 
buildings were seen on almost every 
campus, but there was conviction 
everywhere that temporary housing 
would not meet the long-term prob- 
lem. The time has come for the 
long-delayed permanent building 
program to start, if a national crisis 
is to be successfully met. It is prob- 
able that federal assistance will be 
needed in some form, especially for 
some states. Federal agencies have 
already assigned more than 4,400 
temporary buildings to colleges. It 
requires only a little imagination to 
visualize what a scandalous situa- 
tion there would have been without 
this assistance. A permanent pro- 
gram of construction, financed by 
private gifts, by local and state aid, 
and where necessary by federal 
money, is the present necessary step 
to be taken. In this connection, the 
eightieth session of Congress should 
seriously reconsider Bill $1770 in- 
troduced in the seventy-ninth ses- 
sion. :

RAINEY GOEs TO STEPHENS 


HoMER P. RAINEY will succeed 
James M. Wood as president of 
‘ Stephens College, Missouri, upon 
Dr. Wood’s retirement in June, 
1947. Dr. Rainey served as presi- 
dent of Franklin College, Indiana, 
from 1927 to 1931, and as president 
of Bucknell University, Pennsyl- 
vania, from 1931 to 1935. He gained 
national prominence as director of 
the American Youth Commission 
in 1935-39. At the close of the 
Commission’s work he went to the 
University of Texas, serving that 
institution as president from 1939 
to 1944. He will assume his duties 
as president of Stephens College 
on June 3, 1947, and in the interim 
will serve in an associate capacity, 
as president-elect, familiarizing 
himself with the administrative or- 
ganization and instructional pro- 
gram of the College. 

Dr. Wood has been president of 
Stephens since 1912. He was one of 
the founders of the American Asso- 
ciation of Junior Colleges and 
served as its first president in 1920- 
21. The membership chose him as 
president of the Association again 
in 1923-24 and 1924-25, and he has 
served it in many outstanding ways 
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in the years since then. Dr. Wood 
is especially well known for his 
many writings in the field of educa- 
tion for women. 


WEBER OFFers 95 EVENING 
CouRSES 


WEBER COLLEGE, Utah, will have 
a greatly expanded evening school 
during the winter term. The ap- 
proximately 1,000 students in at- 
tendance can choose among some 
95 courses, the largest number in 
the history of Weber’s evening pro- 
gram. A few prominent new fea- 
tures of the enlarged curriculum 
are courses in income-tax account- 
ing, small-business management, 
life insurance, commercial journal- 
ism, child psychology, upholstery, 
and tailoring. There will also be a 
large variety of special on-the-job- 
training courses. 


RESULTS OF VETERAN POLL 


Tue Los Angeles City College 
Collegian reported in December on 
the results of its poll of some 500 of 
the college’s 4,000 veteran enrol- 
lees. Since questions were asked 
which are of current interest at 
many other junior colleges, the re- 
sults are summarized below. 
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The average age of the veteran en- 
rollees was twenty-two and a half. 
Eighty-one per cent were single; 19 per 
cent were married. 

Thirty-one per cent were holding 
outside jobs while attending college. 
Average monthly living expense was 
$112. 

Fifty-four per cent were interested 
in extra-curriculum activities on cam- 
pus. However, the majority were not 
particularly enthusiastic about campus 
veterans’ organizations, 63 per cent 
answering negatively on these. One 
twenty-four-year-old interviewee 
summed up the sentiment vociferously: 
“We are civilians now and should not 
meet in college as a service group!” 

Neither did the Los Angeles group 
belong in large numbers to off-campus 
veterans’ organizations, 82 per cent 
answering “No” on that score. 

Eighty per cent plan to attend the 
college for the full two years; 20 per 
cent, for shorter periods. 

Most common problems voiced by 
the veterans were: how to obtain liv- 
ing expenses while attending college; 
delay of government _ subsistence 
checks; finding time to study and work 
part time; transportation; and hous- 
ing. 


CosMOPOLITAN CAMPUSES 


AT SOME junior colleges the en- 
rolment this year has taken on a 
distinctly cosmopolitan character. 
Students live and exchange ideas 
with representatives of almost 
every state in the union and of 
many foreign countries. Virginia 
Intermont College, for instance, has 
students this semester from forty 
states and from Hawaii, China, 
Canada, Costa Rica, and Guate- 


mala. Students at Colorado Wom- 
an’s College come from thirty-five 
states, Hawaii, Mexico, Alaska, and 
China. At Bradford Junior College, 
Massachusetts, thirty-two states, 
Canada, and Cuba are represented. 
St. John’s College, Kansas, has 
representatives from twenty-nine 
states and India. At Bennett Jun- 
ior College, New York, the students 
come from twenty-eight states, 
Holland, the Dominican Republic, 
and Panama. Fairfax Hall Junior 
College, Virginia, has students from 
twenty-six states, Cuba, Honduras, 
Jamaica, Panama, and Puerto Rico. 
Colby Junior College, New Hamp- 
shire, reports enrollees from twenty- 
two states, Hawaii, Canada, Den- 
mark, France, Guatemala, Norway, 
Panama, and Trinidad. Other for- 
eign students are reported from as 
far off as Java (Williamsport Dick- 
inson Junior College, Pennsyl- 
vania), China and Africa (Ken- 
tucky Female Orphan School), 
Iran (Keystone College, Pennsyl- 
vania), and Egypt, Greece, and 
Germany (Worcester Junior Col- 
lege, Massachusetts). 


ONE-THIRD OF STATE’S VETERANS 
IN JUNIOR COLLEGES 


ONE-THIRD of the G.I.-sponsored 
veterans enrolled in Connecticut’s 
higher educational institutions 
are attending junior colleges, ac- 
cording to Dr. Lawrence L. Bethel, 
director of New Haven YMCA 


Junior College. For the first semes- 
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ter of 1946-47, the following large 
veteran enrolments were listed, 
based on reports from the Hartford 
Regional Office of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration: Hillyer Junior Col- 
lege, 1,838; Junior College of Con- 
necticut, 1,405; New Haven YMCA 
Junior College, 830; and the Junior 
College of Commerce, 635. 

The Connecticut junior colleges 
report, further, that they can now 
accommodate 5,000 additional vet- 
eran enrollees in their day sessions 
for the second semester and that 
there is no limit on the number they 
can accommodate in evening ses- 
sions. 


Los ANGELEs City COLLEGE 
HoNoRED 


PACEMAKER, highest journalism 
award of the National Scholastic 
Press Association, was recently 
awarded for the twelfth time to the 
Los Angeles City College Collegian, 
only student newspaper in the na- 
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tion to have received the award so 
many times. The Collegian again 
placed among the top nine college 
newspapers in the United States. 


Fitm Liprary IN A JUNIOR COLLEGE 


A NEw film library is being es- 
tablished at the University of Ten- 
nessee Junior College, at Martin, 
to serve the educational needs of 
west Tennessee. The library is being 
stocked with approximately $10,000 
worth of sixteen-millimeter film, 
which will be available for instruc- 
tional purposes to the elementary 
and high schools of the area. 


Alp FROM CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


EXPANSION of Palm Beach Jun- 
ior College, Florida, is currently the 
principal objective of the Educa- 
tion Committee of the local Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Among other 
improvements, the Committee is 
working toward state aid for the 
junior college. 








Recent Writings 


Judging the New Books 


J. Pau, Lreonarp, Developing the 
Secondary School Curriculum. 


New York: Rinehart & Co., Inc., 
1946. Pp. xi+ 560. $3.50. 


Any book which undertakes to 
encourage modernization of the sec- 
ondary-school curriculum deserves 
serious attention, especially when it 


is the work of a competent student | 


and interpreter. 

This book starts with a group of 
chapters on the relation of Ameri- 
can life to the secondary-school cur- 
riculum. These pages provide good 
historical background for the story 
of curriculum trends. Following this 
introduction, the author succes- 
sively describes various approaches 
to the secondary-school curriculum, 
examines and evaluates present 
curriculum practices, and discusses 
planning for a modernized second- 
ary-school curriculum. The compre- 
hensiveness of treatment is indi- 
cated by citing the titles of the first 
and the last chapters, “The Cur- 
‘ riculum and Early American Life” 
and “Modernizing the Curriculum.” 

In contrast with some books in 
the field of secondary education, 
written on the basis of inadequate 
background or evidence, this vol- 
ume is scholarly and thoroughly 
documented. It is probably in order 
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to describe the book as “controlled 
crusading.” There is no doubt of the 
author’s preference in curriculum 
approach, but he presents a variety 
of methods so that the book is use- 
ful to a school even though it may 
adopt a basic approach at variance 
with that of the author. 

What is the concern of this book 
to the junior college? One feels that 
the author’s presentation includes 
the junior college by implication 
even though specific curriculum ma- 
terial for the junior-college level is 
lacking. To one familiar with the 
junior-college field, the forceful 
criticism of the present secondary- 
school curriculum applies also to the 
junior college. The junior college 
must be concerned with general 
education, and this book has much 
to offer in a consideration of that 
problem. If the junior college is de- 
fined as the upper portion of second- 
ary education, this work becomes of 
concern to educators in the junior 
college, and doubly so because of 
the developing inevitability and 
urgency of integration of the upper 
secondary grades. 

Chapter vii, “Evaluating the 
School and the Pupil,” is a severe 
indictment of the present situation. 
The author reviews the evidence on 
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eliminations from school; the stu- 
dents’ success in the curriculum; 
the graduates’ success in higher in- 
stitutions; the students’ acquisition 
of attitudes, skills, and information 
necessary for successful living; and 
the youths’ opinions on the ade- 
quacy with which the school meets 
their needs. The worker in the jun- 
ior-college field will immediately 
recognize the application of this ma- 
terial to much of the junior college 
as well as to the traditional high 
school. This approach complements 
the line of investigation which led 
Koos to characterize the operation 
of present curriculum programs, 
particularly in respect to general 
education, as “too close to bank- 
ruptcy” (Integrating High School 
and College, p. 66. New York: Har- 
per & Bros., 1946). 

The author’s major purpose is to 
suggest ways of reorganizing the 
secondary-school curriculum. He 
describes two basically different ap- 
proaches: using present subject- 
matter lines and cutting across sub- 
ject-matter lines. The book’s pref- 
erence is for the second approach, 
but ample and valuable material is 
presented for those who would use 
the first approach. There is a clear 
aiming at unity among subjects, 
and, hence, this material becomes of 
value to those desiring implementa- 
tion of a philosophy of general 
education. 

Persons who have worked with 
curriculum problems in the field are 


~ only too well aware of the compli- 
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cations posed by the “intrenched 
subjects.” Leonard critically re- 
views the trend of curriculum think- 
ing in each of these intrenched sub- 
jects and shows that the curriculum 
in each must be modernized either 
by reorganization within the sub- 
ject field or by cutting across 
subject lines. He does not break off 
discussion after establishing the 
problem but goes on to show how to 
approach curriculum reorganiza- 
tion. The sections of the book which 
cover the mechanics of curriculum 
reorganization are filled with copi- 
ous examples of courses of study, 
units, etc., from actual school situ- 
ations. These last seven chapters, 
covering approximately 250 pages, 
contain about 100 pages of actual 
exhibits. These should not be con- 
fusing to the worker who has 
thought through the basic curricu- 
lum approach and can use these as 
illustrative material only. 

The volume ignores the present 
thinking with regard to the extra- 
curriculum, namely, that schools 
should move toward integration of 
the extra-curriculum with the cur- 
riculum. Works in the field of the 
curriculum should pay increasing 
attention to these allied activities. 
The reviewer also noted that there 
is no clear-cut discussion of the re- 
lations of vocational and general 
education in the modernized cur- 
riculum. A final inadequacy, which, 
however, is not peculiar to this book 
but characterizes most curriculum 
works, is that, while the material 
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presented deeply concerns the jun- 
ior-college level, clear recognition is 
not given to the need of an inte- 
grated program in Grades VII 
through XIV. 

This is a good single book for 
faculty members, administrators, 
curriculum committees, and others 
who are not intensively trained cur- 
riculum workers. It not only shows 
the bases of the curriculum but also 
suggests methods of action. Of 
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course, it is only a “starter” as a 
guide to curriculum reorganization 
in an individual school, but trained 
curriculum workers can lead a fac- 
ulty which has studied materials of 
the type represented by this book. 
The book is a constructive contribu- 
tion, particularly so because of its 
competent presentation.

House, Cyrit O. “What Lies Ahead 
in Adult Education?” Sierra Educa- 
tional News, XLII (October, 1946), 
25-27. 


Asserts that public schools must assume 
greater responsibility for the education of 
adults or yield the field to new institutions 
designed for that purpose. Conditions leading 
to expansion of adult education are the facts 
(1) that our population is becoming increas- 
ingly an adult population; (2) that our 
rapidly changing social order is expanding 
the demand for education; (3) that increased 
leisure creates time for education; (4) that 
education breeds the desire for more educa- 
tion; (5) that schools have discovered that 
adults can learn; and (6) that the war placed 
a premium on education. Four aims of adult 
education are given: to remove deficiencies 
in childhood education, to maintain and im- 
prove acquired skills and interests, to develop 
new interests, and to meet problems which 
are not encountered until maturity. 

Public schools, colleges, universities, agri- 
cultura] extension programs, museums, librar- 
ies, settlement houses, community centers, the 
Army and the Navy, prisons, government 
agencies, and co-operative agencies of all 
kinds are now carrying on adult education. 


The responsibility of the organized schools is 
held to be very definite: “Whether they like 
it or not, those responsible for public schools 
will affect and be affected by the great new 
development of adult education.” 


Hucues, Raymonp M., and LANCELOT, 
Wittiam H. Education: America’s 
Magic. Ames, lowa: Iowa State Col- 
lege Press, 1946. Pp. x + 189. 


This book deals with the development and 
the present status of education in America. 
Six criteria are used in the rating of the forty- 
eight states in the “educational procession in 
America.” The criteria are (1) “accomplish- 
ment in education at the present time,” (2) 
“ability to support education,” (3) “the de- 
gree in which their accomplishment is com- 
mensurate with their ability,” (4) “the de- 
gree of effort of the states to provide for 
education,” (5) “the efficiency of their edu- 
cational effort,’ and (6) “the educational 
level of the adult population.” 

In addition to “Education in the 48 States,’ 
the content treats “Vital Educational Prob- 
lems of America.” One of the vital educational 
problems discussed is that of the junior col- 
lege. Chapter xvii of the book, headed “The 
Junior College,” reviews briefly the remark- 
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able development of the public junior college. 
Its power to attract adults is held to be one 
of the notable attributes of the junior col- 
lege. “Nearly all of these adults were enrolled 
in the public junior colleges. The fact that it 
is a local institution, locally supported, and 
perhaps that much of its work is normally 
vocational, attracts many adults who can be 
better served there, and who feel more at 
home than in a four-year college. The classes 
of adults usually are night classes, and they 
are both vocational and liberal or cultural.” 

The authors maintain that the public junior 
college should be recognized in every state 
now as an essential and important part of the 
state’s educational system because the public 
junior college at its best is free, just as the 
public high schools are free; the existence of 
free junior colleges in the local community 
make it easily possible for a// youth to go one 
or two years to college; and because surpris- 
ingly large percentages of the gainful occupa- 
tions carried on today in this country require 
youth with some training above the high- 
school level. 

“Another important present function of the 
junior college is to protect the state universi- 
ties against matriculation of unprepared stu- 
dents.” This, it is pointed out, is not intended 
to be an ungracious assignment but a neces- 
sity in a day of nearly universal secondary 
education. Reference is made to the system 
used in California, where the junior-college 
record of the student is used as a screen for 
entrance to the state university. 

The question “How should the junior col- 
lege be organized?” is treated at some length. 
“It is very important that no junior college 
should be organized where there are not 
enough youth to provide satisfactory enrol- 
ment, or where there is not sufficient wealth 
to support it.” Special junior-college districts 
are held to be necessary because a sufficiently 
large number of high-school graduates must 
live in the district to provide a reasonably 
large enrolment and because it is desirable 
that every youth be included in some junior- 
college district. Again the California system is 
used as an example. “It seems probable that 
in some states it might be wise to require a 
minimum of thirty million dollars assessed 
valuation and an average daily high-school 
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attendance of three thousand to warrant a 
free public junior college.” It is concluded 
that, since the junior college fills a great gap 
in our present-day educational organization, 
every state needs an adequate number of free 
public junior colleges, so located as to serve 
all the youth in the state in the best possible 
manner. 


MeEpskKErR, LELAND L. “Problems Con- 


fronting Educational Institutions in 
Dealing with Veterans,” School Re- 
view, LIV (October, 1946), 469-75. 


The author asks the question: “What re- 
sponsibilities do schools, whether public or 
private, secondary or collegiate, have toward 
the veteran?” Two responsibilities are sug- 
gested. “One responsibility is that of taking 
the veteran from the point at which we find 
him, educationally speaking, and of expedit- 
ing the achievement of his goals as quickly as 
is educationally sound. The other responsi- 
bility is that of providing a counseling service 
that will really assist the veteran in his 
educational, vocational, and personal adjust- 
ments.” Except for differences caused by such 
factors as a previously interrupted educational 
program, greater maturity, and the fact that 
many veterans have assumed family respon- 
sibilities not commonly found among stu- 
dents, the author considers the veterans as 
normal students. | 

Under the first responsibility, that of 
achieving educational goals, four issues are 
pointed out. The first of these deals with the 
use of tests for credit and admission purposes. 
Medsker believes that “those colleges and 
universities that have definite academic stand- 
ards for admission would have much to gain 
by following the practice that certain of them 
have already established, whereby the general 
educational development test scores are used 
as a basis for admission in the same way that 
school marks are used. Such a practice places 
a premium on high test scores and is in line 
with the trend of college qualifying examina- 
tions.” Data gathered on Chicago veterans 
show that they rank above the average of 
high-school graduates in all the tests except 
the one on English expression. The technique 
of so using examinations is one with many 
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potentialities, if carefully controlled and ob- 
served. These examinations are not to be con- 
fused with comprehensive examinations. “The 
general educational development tests are not 
measurements of specific course content, as 
are comprehensive examinations, but instead 
are an index to the student’s ability to read, 
interpret, and evaluate materials in the four 
fields covered by the tests.” 

The second problem, evaluating military 
training, is partially solved by the guide pub- 
lished by the American Council on Education. 
The more intangible consideration is the ex- 
tent to which students should desire and ob- 
tain credit for military training. “Many vet- 
erans, particularly those at the college level, 
are inclined to go slowly in acquiring credit 
for courses that they have not taken.” 

Acceleration, the third problem, is likely to 
be accomplished at the college level through 
such techniques as carrying heavier loads or 
pursuing part-time programs for parts of a 
semester and preparing individually for sur- 
vey examinations. Whatever the method, 
progress should be based on individual ability. 
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The fourth problem is that of fusion with 
other students. The author maintains that 
most veterans are not maladjusted and that 
they mix well with other students. “An in- 
teresting survey recently was made among 
the faculty in the three branches of the Chi- 
cago Junior College. When these faculty mem- 
bers were asked how the presence of veterans 
in classes . . . . had influenced the attitude 
or conduct of other students, the majority 
replied that the veterans had: (1) stimulated 
a more serious purpose on the part of the 
other students, (2) promoted greater aca- 
demic effort, and (3) cut the disciplinary 
problems of the entire school.” 

The responsibility of providing counseling 
service for veterans raises several questions 
of importance. The conclusion is reached that 
some special facilities should be provided and 
that they should be tied in with the regular 
counseling facilities. Further, it is concluded 
that counselors for veterans should be selected 
carefully, with due regard for training, inter- 
est, stability, and military service of their 
own.

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Tus Directory contains information concerning all junior colleges in the 
United States, both accredited and non-accredited, which have been re- 
ported to the Washington Office of the American Association of Junior 
Colleges up to December 20, 1946. This list is meant to be inclusive rather 
than exclusive, and therefore it contains the names of some institutions 
which may be doing relatively little junior-college work. It omits, how- 
ever, a number of institutions that give work of junior-college grade, not 
organized on a junior-college basis. It also omits a large number of junior- 
college branches of senior institutions which were organized this year on a 
temporary basis, and are expected to go out of existence when the present 
emergency shortage of college facilities ends. It includes separately or- 
ganized junior colleges, general colleges, or lower divisions of four-year 
colleges or universities located on the home campus only in case they are 
active members of the American Association of Junior Colleges. Whenever 
an institution has so requested, its name has been omitted from the list. 
Institutions for which no information was reported for the 1946 Directory 
have been dropped from the 1947 Directory unless new information has 
been secured to justify the retention of their names this year. The data 
here included have been taken from reports received in the autumn of 
1946 directly from some responsible officer of the junior college named, 
except as otherwise indicated.

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Explanations 


The following explanations will aid in a more intelligent use of this Directory. 


Administrative Head—In branch junior col- 
leges a question sometimes arises as to 
whether the president of the parent institu- 
tion or the dean of the local junior college 
‘should be considered the administrative 
head. In many public junior colleges, or- 
ganized as parts of city school systems, a 
similar question concerns the city superin- 
tendent of schools and the dean or principal 
of the junior college. In such cases the insti- 
tution’s own designation of its “administra- 
tive head” usually has been accepted, even 
though uniformity is thereby sacrificed. The 
administrative head, as stated, presumably is 
the individual to whom general correspond- 
ence concerning the institution should be ad- 


dressed. His official title is indicated following 
his name. 


Accreditation —Three types of accreditation or 
equivalent approval or recognition (state 
department, state university, regional asso- 
ciation) are indicated by appropriate symbols, 
arranged in order: 


D—State department of education; Board of 
Education in the District of Columbia; 
Junior College Accrediting Commission 
in Mississippi; Provincial Department 
of Education in Canada. 


U—State university, state college, or equiv- 
alent institution in states which do not 
have a state university; or by state 
college association or equivalent or- 
ganization. 


Accreditation by, or membership in, one of 
the regional associations of colleges and 
secondary schools: 


E—New England Association 
M—Middle States Association 
N—WNorth Central Association 
S—Southern Association

Affiliation with the Catholic University of 
America or the University Senate of the 
Methodist Church is indicated for institu- 
tions not otherwise accredited. 


Type.—Three main types are distinguished: co- 
educational, for men only, and for women 
only, indicated by the initial letters, C, M, 
and W, respectively. Negro junior colleges 
are shown by (N) following the name of the 
institution. 


Control_—The primary basis of classification, 
as commonly recognized, is twofold: insti- 
tutions publicly controlled and institutions 


privately controlled. The first group is sub- 
divided into state, district, and local junior 
colleges; the second into those under denomi- 
national control or afhliation, nondenomina- 
tional nonprofit institutions, and proprietary 
institutions. The following abbreviations are 
used for the denominations indicated:

Year Organized.—Each institution was asked to 
report the year it was organized as a junior 
college. In some cases, however, it is evident 
that there has been reported instead the date 
of origin of an institution of the same or a 
similar name which has since developed into 
a junior college. Dates prior to 1900 should 
usually be interpreted in this way. 


Enrolment.—Note that enrolment data are usu- 
ally given for the previous complete year, 
1945-46. In cases of newly organized institu- 
tions, enrolment for 1946-47 is given. Under 
“other” students are included day students 
taking less than a normal load; students in 
late afternoon, evening, and extension courses; 
adults in special courses; summer-school stu- 
dents; etc. 


Faculty—Note that number of faculty mem- 
bers, unlike number of students, is given for 
the current year, 1946-47, in two classes, full- 
time and part-time. 


Membership—Membership in the American 
Association of Junior Colleges is indicated by 
a symbol preceding the name of the institu- 
tion: an asterisk (*) for active members, a 
dagger (t+) for provisional members. Active 
membership is open to any junior college 
which has received complete accreditation or 
equivalent recognition of any of the types 
indicated in the explanation of “Accredita- 
tion” above. Provisional membership is open 
to newly organized institutions and to others 
which have not yet received such recognition. 


The American Association of Junior 
Colleges does not itself act as an ac- 
crediting agency.
